Years ago I worked with a 
young woman who needed to 
have major surgery. During 
routine lab tests, it was discov- 
ered that she had tuberculosis 
in her abdominal cavity and in 
her lungs. This.was the first 
time I had ever heard of tuber- 
Pulosis existing outside-of the 
pulmonary system in the body. 
In our history books we 
learned that our ancestors 
often died of consumption or 
the white plague. These were 
other names for tuberculosis, 
which used to be the leading 
cause of death in the United 
States. ; 
“2 Tuberculosis (or TB) is a bac- 
terial disease that generally 
attacks the lungs. Germs eat 
away at the tissue, causing 
cavities to form in the lungs, 
making breathing increasingly 


more difficult. It can travel to 
other areas of the body, as in 
the case of my former co-work- 
er. A cure was found in the 
1940s for TB and worldwide 
cases were at a low in 1985. 
However, with the advent of 
AIDS cases, TB has increased 
by a disturbing rate of over 
20% since that time.

gious, but not every exposure 
results in disease. Those who 
are infected have only a 10% 
chance of getting sick. It can be 
cured with a long course of 
medicine and strong antibiotics 
taken over a six to twelve 
month period. Because of the 
length of the course of treat- 
ment, many people don’t finish 
taking the drugs, and thereby 
increase the chance of develop- 
ing full blown TB. 

‘TB can be dormant or active. 
If you have TB-germs in your 
body, but they are not making 
you sick, you may have a dor: 
mant type. You are not consid- 
ered contagious, but your skin 
test is usually reactive and fol- 
low-up chest x-rays are recom- 
mended. Sometimes the physi- 
cian will advise d course of TB

difficulty with fine manipula- 
tions, such as putting on jewel- 
ry or buttoning shirts and fre- 
quent dropping of items. 

If caught in its early stages, 
Carpal Tunnel Syndrome can 
usually be managed by non- ' 
surgical treatment. Therapy 
always includes night time 
wrist bracing, taking pressure 
off the nerve and allowing the 
nerve to heal. Supplemental 


tisone injections and vitamin 
Bs. If symptoms progress, then 
surgery is recommended. 
Surgical treatment is a minor “ 
procedure, performed in an 
outpatient setting. 

In summary, people who suf- 
fer from these described symp- 
toms should be evaluated by a 
Hand Specialist to determine 
if there are other underlying 
disorders and.to.rule out any 
associated conditions.

The symptoms of active TB 
include: severe, somébimes 
bloody cough; fatigue and 
weakness, night sweats, per- 
sistent fever, loss of appetite 
and unexplained weight loss. 
This isthe contagious stage of 
TB where the germs attack 
your body and make-you sick. 
This disease is spread through 
the air when someone coughs, 
sneezes, talks or spits. You can 
get TB by breathing in the 
germs. It is not as easy to 
catch as the common cold, but 
if you are exposed to. another 
person who has active TB, it 
can be easy to contract from 
them. 

So, what can you do to pre-

. TB? First, know the symptoms 


and encourage anyone you 
know with those symptoms to 
be tested. Secondly, practice 
good hygiene: Cover your 
mouth when you cough or 
sneeze, don’t spit, and practice 
good handwashing techniques. 
After all, when you use a pub- 
lic restroom, remember the 
person who last touched that 
handle or door knob may be 
contagious. It is usually recom- 
mended to get a skin test, or 
PPD, every year; especially for 
anyone working closely with 
the public. If you:have TB, - 
take your medicine faithfully 
to prevent a drug-resistant 
strain and possibly worse com- 
plications. Even if you feel bet- 
ter after a few weeks on the 
medication, continue to take it 
as you were instructed.

Feb. 14 was the 20th anniversary of.the first 
execution in the United States since the death 
penalty’s reinstatement, and a University of 
Florida’ redeeteher’s ‘new! study shows’ 90: per- 
cent of the tations top" criminologists say killing 
people to detef violent'crime is an immense 
waste of time and money. 

“Among the experts, there is AERA 
consensus that the death penalty never has 
been, is not and never could be a deterrent to 
homicide-over and above long imprisonment,” 
said Michael Radelet, chairman of UF's sociolo- 
gy department and a longtime researcher of 
death penalty issues. “The rates of consensus 
were much*higher on this question than I ever 
thought possible. We never see 90 percent. of 
criminologists agree on 

It was on Jan..17, 1977, that Gary Gilmore 
faced a Utah firing squad. to become the first 
man executed in the United States since the 
Supreme Court again legalized the death penal- 
tý in 1976. Through Dec. 31, 1996, 357 other 
prisoners have been executed. 

For the study, Radelèt and UF sociology Pro- 
fessor Ronald Akers surveyed 67 current and 
former presidents of the top three criminology 
professional organizations - the American Soci- 
ety of Criminology, the Academy of Criminal 
Justice Sciences and the Law and Society Asso- 
ciation. The study will be published next month 
in the Journal of ' Somnar Law and Criminolo-

“If you want to deter people from leaning on 
your stove, medium heat works just as well as 
high heat.” 

Radelet said p large 
penalty community 
regularly - and incorrectly - cite the death 
penalty’s supposed deterrent effect in thei 
arguments for continued executions. 

“Politicians who say we-need the death penal- 
ty to cut the crime rate or arguments of that 
sort are simply wrong,” Radelet said. “The 
death penalty has absolutely nothing to do with 
crime rates. If politicians are serious about 
reducing high, rates of criminal ‘violence, they're 
barking up the wrong tree.” _ 

So why do people support. the death penalty 
so fervently? : 

In addition to the retributive argument, 
Radelet says many death penalty porters 
feel that without executions, the offemder will 
be released from prison after serving a short 
sentence. When people are asked about current. 
statutes, where the only alternative to the 
death penalty is life without parole, support for 
the death penalty falls off significantly. 

“If you ask about death penalty vs. life in 
prison with restitution, support for the deat) 
penalty'drops.to a minority position,” said 
Radelet. “That’s in part based upon the recogni- 
tion of the lack of deterrent effects and recogni- 
tion of the tremendous cost of the death i penalty 
trials,” 

Radelet-said the cost of executing a Prisoner 
in Florida averages about $3.2 million, mostly 
in trial costs. Keepirig that same person in

“If we were to ask experts for ways to reduce 
criminal violence,” Radelet said, “they would 
come up with two or three dozen suggestions of 
programs that need increased funding and none 
of which would include the death penalty.”

Experts agree: 


Death Penalty 


not a deterrent to violent crime

Feb. 14 was the 20th anniversary of the first 
execution in the United States since the death 
penalty’s reinstatement, and a University of 
Florida researcher's new study shows 90 per- 
cent of the nations top criminologists say killing 
people to deter violent crime is an immense 
waste of time and money. 

“Among the experts, there is overwhelming 
consensus that the death penalty never has 
been, is not and never could be a deterrent to 
homicide over and above long imprisonment,” 
said Michael Radelet, chairman of UF's sociolo- 
gy department and a longtime researcher of 
death penalty ‘issues. “The rates of consensus 
wére much higher on this question than I ever 
thought possible. We never see 90 percent of 
criminologists agree on anything.” 

It was on Jan. 17, 1977, that Gary Gilmore 
faced a Utah firing gquad to become the first 
man executed in thessInited States since the 
Supreme Court again legalized the death penal- 
ty in 1976. Through Dec, 31, 1996, 357.other 
prisoners have been executed. t 

For the study, Radelet and UF sociology Pro- 
fessor Ronald Akers surveyed 67 current and 
former: presidents of the top three criminology 
professional organizations - the American Soci- 
ety of Criminology, the Academy of Criminal 
Justice’Sciences and the Law and Society Asso- 
ciation. The study will be published next month 
in the Journal o7: Criminal Law and Criminolo- 
8. 

“We wanted to gauge the.opinions of the peo- 
ple who know the literature and how the death 
penalty has been researched,” Radelet said. 

He said people need to keep in mind what it 
means to-have an effective deterrent - the 
penalty persuades a person not to commit- a vio- 
lent criminal act - and distinguish that from a 
retributive effect, or punishment for the crimi- 


“nal. 


“Deterrence means that we execute people to 
send a message to others,” Radelet said. “After 
a while, increases in the severity of punishment 


have decreasing incremental deterrent effect. 
So if you haven't deterred somebody by life, 
you're not going to deter them by death. 

“If you want to deter people from leaning on 
your stove, medium heat works just as well as 
high heat.” 

Radelet said a large segment of the pro-death 
penalty community and numerous politicians 
regularly - and incorrectly - cite the death 
penalty's supposed deterrént effect in thei 
arguments for continued executions 

“Politicians who say we need the death penal- 
ty to cut the crime rate or arguments of that 
sort are simply wrong,” Radelet said. “The 
death penalty has absolutely nothing to-do with 
crime rates, If politicians are serious about 
reducing high rates of criminal violence, they're 
barking up the wrong tree.” 

So why do people support the death penalty 
so fervently? 

In addition to the retributive argument, 
Radelet says many death penalty supporters 
feel that without executions, the offender will 
be released from prison after sérying a short 
sentence. When people are asked about current 
statutes, where the only alternative to the 
death penalty is life without parole, support for 
the death penalty falls off significantl, 

“If you ask about death penalty vs. life in 
prison with restitution, support for the deat 
penalty drops to a minority position,” said 
Radelet. “That's in part based upon the recogni- 
tion of the lack of deterrent effects and recogni- 
tion of the tremendous cost of.the death penalty 
trials.” - 

Radelet said the cost of eXecuting a prisoner 
in Florida averages about $3.2 million, mostly 
in trial costs. Keeping that same perSon in 
prison for life costs only about $600,000, and 
the millions of dollars spent on executing pris 
oners cotild be put to much better use,” he sali. 

“If we were to ask experts for ways to reduce 
criminal violence,” Kadelet said, “they would 
come up with two or three’ ddzen suggestions of 
programs that need increased funding and none 
of which would include the death pënålty.” +

To participate in the 
deal, the business or organiza- 
tion must provide its bank 
account number and the name, 
address, phone and fax num- 
bers of the ‘bank. Sometimes, 
the person requests copies of 
signed but otherwise blank 
company letterhead. Of course,

It has become one of life's: 
necessities. An object's0 
tality so vital to our rele, 
that most of us would be lost 
without it.

“He 
would get so excited when 
there was a big thunderstorm 
or hurricane.” 

Elinor says her husband, 
who ate, drank and slept mete- 
orology, wanted to share his 
love of weather with everyone 
else. In 1938, he began work on. 
a device that would allow any- 
one to instantly predict the 
weather, 

“He spent hours and hours: 
working on this project,” said 
Mrs. Sager. “He'd be up until 
two or three in the morning 
every night.” 

In 1942, Sager unveiled his 
gadget. He called it the Sager

ces Weathereaster a waa a set 
of four circular dials that used 
wind direction, barometric - 
pressure readings ‘and sky con- 
„ditions to predict the 
It was made of plastic, could fit 
in one hand and came with a 
book on meteorology. Did it 
work? “It was very accurate,” 
said M; Sager. “And very 
popular, too. 

New York high school teach- 
ers used The Sager 
Weathercaster as part of their 
meteorology course. It was 
standard equipment for 
sailors, farmers and fishermen. 
And, for years, it was one of 
the top sellers of the L.L. Bean 
catalogue. 

They stopped-making the 

Weathercaster after Sager died 
in 1981, but there may still be 
a market for the gadget. “A 
lady called me last week: from 
Tilinois,” said Mrs. Sager. “She 
said that she would pay any- 
thing for two of them.” Mrs. , 
Sager is hoping a new publ 
er will want to re-issue the 
Sager Weathercaster.

Two Florida Panthers die after being released. 
into Big Cypress National Preserve 


Two male Florida Panthers, 
raised in captivity ‘ind 
released into the Big Cypress 
National Preserve Jan. 30, are 
dead. Wildlife -officials are 
awaiting necropsy results to 
determine what caused - their 
deaths. 

In late February, one of the 
cats-began behaving strangely 
- remaining in one area longer 
than normal. Game and Fresh 


' Water Fish Commission (GFC) 
and National Park Service, 


(NPS) scientists moved in to 
investigate and found the ani-, 
mal - known to scientists as 
Panther No, 203 - barely alive. 


It died within an hour, and 


researchers took its carcass to 
the University of Florida 
College of Veterinary Medicine 
at Gainesville. 

GFC wildlife biologist Dr. 
Brad Gruver said University of 


Florida veterinarians per- 
formed a necropsy on the ani- 
mal, but found no clear indica- 
tion of what killed it. ` 

“They ran tests to see if they 
could find bacteria, viruses, 
blood problems, parasites or 


- organ problems,” Gruver said. 


“They did find the cat had 
hemorrhagic pneumonia, 
which means the cat’s lungs 
were inflamed and contained 
bloody fluid.” 

Test results should be avail- 
able within a few days, he said. 

March 10, Panther No. 201 
also demonstrated unusual 
behavior and again, scientists 
found the animal to be in 
extremely weak condition 
when they investigated. The 
cat died the next day at White 
Oak Plantation, the endan- 
gered species facility where 
both animals had lived for six 


years after scientists removed 

them from the wild in 1991. 

The necropsy indicated No. 201 

also had hemorrhagic pngumo- 

nia. @ 
The two cats wore radio col- 

lari” that. enabled wildlife 

researcherg to track their 

movements: and behavior. 

Tracking data reveals that the ` 
two animals had been in close 

proximity recently and may 

even have fought over territory 

or breeding rights to female 

panthers that also were in thg. 
area. 

“The National Park Service 
is keeping an ‘eye on the 
females to see if they show any 
cause for concern,” Gruver’ 
said. Florida panthers are! 
among the most critically’ 
endangered animals in North! 
America. Fewer than 50 still 
roam in the wild. s
